Emphatic denial that the Gulf’ 
States Steel Company, of which he | 
is president, had been sold to the Cy- 
rus Eaton interests, of Cleveland, was | 
made in Atlanta Monday night by 
president of 
the Gulf States Company, before leav- 
ing for Birmingham on a continued 
inspection of Seaboard Air Line rail- 
way holdings. He was recently named 
chairman of the board of that rail- 
way. 

Mr. Coverdale, senior member of the 
nationally known firm of consulting 
engineers, Coverdale & Colplitts, and 
heavily interested in steel, oil and 
railroad holdings in the south and 
southwest, was in Atlanta with Presi- 
dent L. R. Powell, Jr., of Norfolk, 
and other officials of the Seaboard. 

“The report from New York that 
the Gulf State has been sold to the 
Eaton or any other interests is abso- 
lutely untrue,” Mr. Coverdale told 
The Constitution. “How.could they 
have sold when the stock is so widely 
scattered and there has been no meet- 
ing of the stockholders to consider the 
matter? 

“There has been & suggestion of a 
merger with the Republic Steel Com- 
pany,” he added, “but it has not been 
seriously entertained by our com- 
pany. In addition, by-laws of the 
company provide that only three new 
directors are to be elected each year 
and it would take at least three years 
for.a new board to transfer control.” 


Expansion Program. 


Further assurance that no sale of 
the property he heads was contem- 

lated came in the statement of the 
sulf States president that an expan- 
sion program of $5,000,000 for the 
Gadsden (Ala.) plant is under way 
for 1930 and that probably $5,000,- 
000 to 000,000 will be spent in 
1932, all with approval of the pres- 
ent board. Five millions in expan- 
sion was spent in 1929, he said. 

With this contemplated expansion, 
Mr. Coverdale said, a new blooming 
mill, which turns ingots into bullets, 
a new plate and a new sheet mill will 
be added in Gadsden, expanding the 
capacity of the mills there from the 
present maximum ,of 150,000 to -an 
ng output of 400,000 steel prod- 
ucts. 

Mr. Coverdale admitted that the 
Eaton interests had been acquiring 
some of the gtock of the Gulf States 
Company but added “they won’t ac- 
quire enough to change control.”’

Henry L. Dougherty

WASHINGTON, Feb. 10.—Charges 

were made today by Henry L. Do- 
herty, the oil millionaire, that Chief 
Justice - designate Charles Evans 
Hughes and President Hoover were 
linked in an alleged plot to impose 
a super-government on 
States. 

Doherty’s charge was made in a 
letter to the senate judiciary commit- 
tee considering Hughes’ nomination. 
The committee gave it little weight, 
for it voted 10 to 2, Chairman Nor- 
ris and Senator Blaine, republican, 
Wisconsin, dissenting, to approve the 
nomination, 

Brought up in the senate a few 
hours later, opposition to Hughes 
spread somewhat. Senator Blease, 
the irrepressible democrat from South 
Carolina, blocked Senate Republican 
Leader Watson’s request for imme- 
diate action by an objection. 

Blease announced he has called upon 
physicians attending William Howard 
Taft, who resigned as chief justice 
a week ago.today, for a statement as 
to his physical condition.

IRL MISSES NE 
WN &STORY LEAP 


5,000 Chicagoans Witness 
Leap as Fire Starts in 
Tall Building. 


CHICAGO, Feb. 10.—(/)— While a 
crowd estimated at 5,000 looked on, 
Margaret Paine, 25, one of about 200 
employes of seven different firms 
trapped on the upper floors of a 
burning building near the Loop, leaped 
from the eighth story. and was prob- 
ably fatally injured late today, as 
she struck the edge of a life net and 
fell into the street. All the others 
escaped without serious injury. 

A number of firemen and volun- 
teers were unable to support the net 
under the impact of the girl’s body. 
Witnesses said her body struck a pro- 
jection on the facade of the building. 
The girl’s skull was fractured. Three 
men also leaped from the eighth floor 
into the net and suffered no more 
than minor bruises. Four men and 
four women found on the ledges of 
windows on-the seventh floor were 
rescued by firemen, who had to use 
scaling ladders because their exten- 
sion ladders reached only to the sixth 
story. : 

At a hospital doctors said that 
Miss* Paine, an employe of the West- 
- Film Company, probably would 
die. 

The fire, which caused damage esti- 
mated at $50,000, was in the Gunther 
building at 1018 South Wabash ave- 
nue just south of the Loop. Some 
of the approximately 200 employes 
trapped on the seventh and eighth 
floors were led down blazing stair- 
ways by firemen, some got out by fire 
escapes, while others escaped in an 
elevator cage which the operator ran 
to the upper floors despite the fire.

Bank Investigation 
Ordered by House 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 10.—(/)— 
A sweeping congressional investigation 
of branch and chain banking, to be 
undertaken by the house banking com- 
mittee, was ordered today by the 
house. The committee will meet next 
week to map out its program for the 
inquiry. 

The investigation, already approved 
by tlie administration, will seek to as- 
certain whether chain and branch 
banks have encroached upon the small 
individual banks. ‘The banking com- 
mittee so far has been unable to ob- 
tain information necessary to formu- 
late legislation to govern branch and 
chain banking because certain bank- 
ers requested to appear had declined 
to furnish it. Under the resolution 
adopted by the house the committee 
has authority to summon witnesses 
and files. 

In his speech on the floor Chairman 
Mck'adden, of the committee, charged 
the federal reserve system was being 
used by the J. P. Morgan Company 
in organizing the international bank 
of settlements.

The distribtuion of this 
milk is supervised by the social sery- 
ice agencies and the medical clinics. 
At no time if our history has there 
been enough money to supply the 
many urgent calls on us; we can only 
help a few of those who need it most. 
When the Community Chest was 
formed, we were made one of its 39 
agencies, and it looked for a time as 
if our difficulties had been solved. 
So much for our history. 

But since contributions to the Chest 
have fallen so far short of its needs, 
we are now facing the situation of 
not having enough money to pay our 
current bills. The difficulty is made 
more acute because the city, as a re- 
sult of ward politics, has also held 
up its regular payments to all the 
city charities. e county has not 
made any payment on its share since 
last Angust. I cannot help but be- 
lieve that if the people of Atlanta 
realized the situation that is con- 
fronting its charities, they would 
quickly come to the rescue. 

At a recent board meeting of the 
Community Chest, called to see what 
could be done, Mrs. Henry Grady 
asked me what I was doing to keep 
my agency going. I had to reply that 
it was not going; the future citizens 
of Atlanta were. As the money dwin- 
dies, another and™another baby has 
to denied—sometimes not only 
health, but life itself. Many times 
during the ge month the only reply 
I could make to urgent appeals was: 
“If I add another baby to my list 
I shall have to drop one from ‘it, 
who is perliaps a trifle less in need.” 
And now many mothers will have to 
be told that there will be no mlik for 
their babies, who have shown so 
much improvement during the time 
they were properly fed. Think what 
it means to them! 

Mrs. Grady, who represented the 
Home for Old Women, said that they 
had been forced to use a fund set 
aside for burying their wards, to 
keep the living ones alive.

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BRAND URGES PROBE 
OF COTTONSEED TRADE' 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 10.—(Spe- 
cial.)—The house rulés committee 
was urged today by Representative 
Charles H. Brand, of Georgia, and 
other southern members to approve a 


pending resolution calling for a com- 
prehensive investigation of firms en- 
gaged in the business of purchasing 
cottonseed and cottonseed oil, with a 
view of determining whether any con- 
spiracy to fix prices exists. 

In a statement before the commit- 
tee Representative Brand said that: 
while he was unprepared to make the 
charge that such a conspiracy existed 
a general inquiry into the situation 
could do no harm. 

“If the various interests engaged in 
the purchasing of cottonseed and cot- 
tonseed products are under a cloud of 
suspicion because of the charges,” said 
the Georgia member, “they should be 
anxious to have the charges disproved. 
On the other hand the public has a 
right ‘to know whether any attempt 
at arbitrary price fixing has been at- 
tempted. It should be the duty of con- 
gress to look into the situation. Cot- 
tonseed prices have been reduced from 
$35 to $20 per ton in recent months 
in the face of what appears to be 
normal consumption.” 

Representative Charles G. Edwards 
and Representative Samuel Ruther- 
ford, of Georgia, also attended the 
hearings and joined in the request for 
an investigation, 

The inquiry was proposed ina reso- 
lution recently introduced by Repre- 
sentative Wright Patman, democrat, 
of Texas, who made the original 
charges of an alleged conspiracy. The 
Texas member opened the argument 
at the hearings today in behalf of his 
measure and declared that the inquiry 
would have beneficial effect upon 
the cottonseed industry of the south. 
He delivered veiled hints of the ex- 
istence of a cottonseed and cottonseed 
oil monopoly in the country, backed, 
he said, by powerful oil interests bent 
on keeping prices. down. ,

Pefsistent 
slackness of export business in North 
American wheat today was virtually 
ignored. 

Wheat quotations in Chicago closed 
firm, 3-4 to 1 1-4e per bushel above 
Saturday's finish. Corn closed 3-Se 
to T-ue advanced, oats 1-4c to 3-8¢ 
up, and provisions 5c to 12c down. 

Adding to the upward impetus to- 
day of wheat values here were 
pean advices telling of anxiety he- 
cause of widespread freezing tempera- 
tures threatening crop damage, espe- 
cially in nce. rgely in this 
connection the Liverpool market was 
higher, and wheat in France showed 
a jump of 3 3-4 frances a bushel since 
Saturday, a rise of 9 3-4 francs since 
Thursday. Meanwhile, domestic win- 
ter wheat prospects were also report- 
ed as less promising, with numerous 
complaints at hand from parts of 
Ohio and Indiana as well as Illinois 
and Missouri territory adjacent to St. 
Louis. 

Highest prices of the day in the 
Chicago wheat market were reached 
during the last few minutes of trad- 
ing, but at no time did setbacks to- 
day go more than a trifle below Sat- 
urday’s finish. In some quarters, the 
general trend of values was associated 
with steps which the federal farm 
board is taking to establish a grain 
trade stabilization body. Earlier, con- 
siderable notice was given to state- 
ments made public here by a large 
Chicago grain company that President 
Iloover’s attention had been called 
to his message of April 16 containing 
these words: “No governmental 
agency should engage in the buying 
and selling and price fixing of prod- 
ucts, for such courses can only lead 
to bureaucracy and domination.” 

Corn and oats prices tightened up 
in response to wheat market strength. 
Besides, reports indicated that the 
corn crop movement will not be as 
heavy as in general was expected a 
short while ago.
